Section 307(1)(P) of the Magnuson-Stevens Fishery
Conservation and Management Act (16 U.S.C.
1857(1)(P)) 1s amended—

(1) by striking “or”” after the semicolon at the
end of clause (i1);
(2) by striking the period at the end of clause

(iii) and inserting *; or”’; and

(3) by inserting after clause (iii) the following:

“(iv) to offer for sale, sell, or purchase in
interstate or foreign commerce any shark fin
that was removed, held in custody, controlled,
or landed in violation of this subparagraph.”.
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
